That probably 50,000,000 bushels 
would be handled . if a cooperative 
pool is organized in Alberta this year, 
Was one of the main statements made 
by Mr. Sapiro, Providing that the 
three prairie provinces- took joint ac- 
tion no less than 250,000,000 bushels 
would be handled. It would then 
prove to be the biggest influence in 
the world in stabilizing the price of 
wheat upward. He declared that one 
of the big U.S; grain companies would 
willingly pay as much as $10,000,000 
to have absolute control of such a 
vast amount of grain. 

“It will be the purchazing power of 


the farmers that will build up the pro- 


vince of: Alberta” declared Mr. Sa- 


'piro, “You cannot build up prosper: 


ity on a sick industry. If the price 
of wheat is low the merchant suffers 


;as well as the farmers and there is 


no purchasing power in red ink. 


The organization committee would 
get busy right away, said Mr. Sapiro, 
and take up the perfecting of a con- 
tract for a cooperative Alberta wheat 


}pool. It was hoped that from one-half ; 
to three-quarters of the Alberta wheat 


would be signed up under a standard 
uniform contract which would be the 
Alberta plan and something for the 
other provinces to also approve of, 
“Then you will have something to 
say about the price of your own 
Wheat, which every one makes a_pro- 
fit on except the man who actually 
produces it; you will lay the founda- 
tion stone in the big structure of han-~ 
dling grain cooperatively and strike 
a real blow for a great province.”

\system of merchandising,” urged Mr.,

Experiences in. cooperation in Cali- 
fornia were traced by Mr. Sapiro. He 
sald growers had gone through one 
failure after another. Then they 
‘watched what the Scandinavian coun- 
tries did, adopted their methods to a 
‘large extent and today around 890,000 
growers are members of cooperative 
marketing associations. 

Growers should pool and grade the 
commodity and have associations that 
would secure from seventy-five to 
eighty per cent of the market price on 
delivery, Growers would do what the 
dealers were doing, namely, hold over 


ithe surplus and feed it to the market 
jas it could be absorbed at reasonable
